AFFAIRS CONG 


IKCOMKS AX» THE TAX. 


The Income Tax bill, which passed 


tbe House 'and is now in the Senate, 
provides that incomes of less than 
14,000 shall pay no tax, but incomes 
exceeding $4,000 ohall pay a tax of two 
per cent, on the excess of $4,000. 
Under this bill an income of $5,000 
would be taxed two per cent on $1,000 
only. 


The Ban Francisco JSxaminer contains 


a dispatch from New York which says 
there are in that city the surprising 
number of 1,167 individuals and estates 
that are each worth $1,000,000 or more, 
and 162 individuals and estates each 
worth at least $1,000,000 in Brooklyn. 
Many of these are multi-millionaires. 
D. Rockefeller is worth $125,000,000, 
made in Standard Oil; William Wal- 
dorf Astor is worth $120,000,000, in- 
herited from John Jacob Astor, who in- 
vested money made in the fur business 
in real estate; Russell Sage is worth 
$90,000,000, and, it is aaid, has more 
ready money than any other man in 
America,; Jay Gi-''l's estate is worth 
$100,000,000, made 1 railroad and tele- 
graph stock; Cornelius Vanderbilt in- 
herited $80,000,000, anl William K. 
Vanderbilt has $75,000,000, mostly in- 
herited. 


These are only a few of the multi- 


millionaires, whose 
daily incomes 


range from $1,000 to $23,000. Their 
property requires protection in pro- 
portion to its extent. If there is a riot 
on a railroad, t.9 there was in Pennsyl- 
vania some years ago, or at mines, or 
iron works, as there was at Carnegie's 
more recently, State and United States 
troops are called out at the public ex- 
pense to quell them. Is it unjust to 
those millionaires, whose daily incomes 
amount to thousands of dollars, to tax 
them two per cent, on their i'>3omes? 
Is it unfair, so long as the Government 
has to be sustained by taxation, to 
compel any individual, whose income 
is over $4,000 a year, to pay a tax on 
the excess over $4,000? Surely a per- 
son whose income is $5,000 can better 
afford to pay $20 a year, the amount of 
the tax, than an individual whose in- 
come does not exceed $1,000, can one 
dollar.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


THE COLORADO 
LKGISLATUKK. 


Governor Waite of Colorado con- 


vened the Legislature in extra session 
for the purpose of legislating upon 
certain matters to which he directed 
special attention in his proclamation 
and his message. Nearly all the news- 
papers and many of the prominent cit- 
izens of the State deprecated the act 
of the Governor and advised cl e Legis- 
lature to adjourn sine 'lie the day it 
convened. As many of the members, 
in fact a majority of them, had no ob-1 
jeotions to spending the Winter in 
Denver at $7 per day they turned a 
deaf p~ • to their advisers and the play 
bus soae oa at the expense of the tax- 
payers. 


Now the Legislature has been in ses- 


sion over a month at a cost to the State 
of $50,000, without enacting a single 
law. 
The State Auditor refuses to 


issue warrants for the salaries of the 
members until a bill is passed desig- 
nating the fund the money shall be 
taken from. The Auditor says there is 
no money in the State treasury not 
previously appropriated hence his re- 
fusal to draw warrants. 


TLe Governor is a Populist and the 


Legislature is Eepnbhcan. The Legis- 
lature will not do what the Governor 
convened it for nor adjourn. 
The 


Auditor, however, is determined that 
the members ahall get no money out of 
the State treasury unless they pass an 
act making an appropriation for legis- 
lative purposes or designating the fund 
upon which warrants for their pay 
shall be drawn. This may bring the 
Legislature to its senses and result in 
epeedv adjournment. 


Gray on the Hawaiian Question—The 


Debate on Blaml's BUI In the House. 
WASHINGTON, February 18.—In the 


Senate the bill making the first Mon- 
day in September (Labor Day) a legal 
holiday was reported from the Com- 
mittee on Education and placed on 
file. 


Gray resumed his argument on the 


Hawaiian question. He reiterated his 
statement of yesterday, that the revo- 
lutionary leaders were not willing to 
carry out their plans until assured of 
the support of the United States forces. 
He read an affidavit, in which it was 
deposed that John H. Soper, now com- 
mander of the national militia at Hon- 
olulu, had declined at firet to accept 
the command, but afterwards accepted, 
saying: " I have had satisfactory assur- 
ances from the old man himself (Minis- 
ter Stevens) that the American forces 
will give their support, and I intend to 
take a hand." The Senator proceeded 
to argue that the Provisional Govern- 
ment could not have stood one hour 
without the support of the United 
States forces. 


In the House the Speaker presented 


the President's Hawaiian message, 
which was read and referred to the 
Committee on foreign affairs. 


Debate on the Bland bill to coin the 


"seigniorage was resumed in Committee 
of the Whole. 


Tnr«e,»ay» In » Boxcar. 


ATCHISON, kan., February 18.—The 


police to-day took Mrs. Franklin out 
of a car of household goods billed to 
Omaha, in which she had been beating 
her way from Decator, HI. She had 
$25, and bad been put in the car by her 
husband, who did not want to pay her 
carfare. She had been in the car three 
days and was nearly frozen. 


Oklahoma's Claim to Statehood. 


WASHINGTON, February 18.—Henry E. 


Asp, statehood delegate from the Okla- 
homa Non-Partisan Statehood Conven- 
tion, is here, armed with documentary 
evidence proving indisputably that 
Oklahoma is entitled to admission to 
the Union as a State at once, and feele 
confident that Congress will act favor- 
ably on the matter.

THE SILVER CRISIS IN ENGLAND. 


WILLIAM M'CONNELL. 


18 Generally Believed to be Inno- 


cent of the Crime Charged. 


At the close of the McConnell habeas 


corpus case yesterday afternoon Mr. 
Whitaker, the agent of the State of 
California, re-arrested Win. McConnell 
and left with bis prisoner for San 
Francisco on the 4:30 o'clock train. 
During the several weeks of his en- 
forced residence here Mr. McOonnell, 
the unfortunate young prisoner, has 
made many warm friends who sympa- 
thize very deeply with him in his 
trouble. Although he is charged with 
the crime of obtaining goods under 
false pretenses, it ia the opinion of the 
attorneys who have given the case 
study and all others who have heard 
the statement of purported facts, that 
he is entirely innocent of the crime 
charged.

J. Sloan & Co. to convict him the Cali- 
fornia courts will soon grant his re- 
lease, for the reason that he was not 
present in the State of California when 
the alleged crime was committed, and 
secondly because it canriot be proved 
that he made at any time false repre- 
sentations to W. J. Sloan & Co.

•whose principal business is with India, 
says nothing is known concerning the 
probability of reopenir? the India 
mints, but it is believed that the pur- 
chase ot silver will be resumed for the 
purpose of hoarding the metal. 


England, which is feeling the indus- 


trial depression fully as much as the 
United States, now sees the folly of 
demonetization. Its factories are closed 
or running on short boars, its mining 
industries paralyzed, its ocean com- 
merce crippled, and a balance of trade 
of over $650,000,000 against it in the last 
year. The land owners derive no profit 
from their holdings as the products of 
the farms will not pay rent and cost of 
production. The gold brokers are the 
only persons who are deriving profit 
from the demonetization of silver, and 
there, as here, they comprise only a 
small percentage of the population. 


It is believed that if a general elec- 


tion of members of Parliament should 
take place in England to-day a minis- 
try favorable to bimetallism would be 
put in power by a large majority, as 
tbe situation ia critical and the farm- 
ing and industrial classes are in open 
revolt against goldbug domination.

Feokham's chances for confirmation as 
an Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court are no better than when Presi- 
dent Cleveland sent his nomination to 
the Senate. The action' of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee in failing to de- 
cide either upon favorable or unfavor- 
able report does not argue well for the 
President's latest nominee for this 
position.

favorably reported. Hoar, it is known, 
will vote against Feokham's confirma- 
tion in the Senate's executive session.

WASHINGTON, February 13. — The 


situation in respect to the Senate 
Finance sub-committee in dealing with 
the tariff underwent no startling 
changes to-day. The Committee spent 
a busy day and discovered that there 
might be some delay in getting its 
work completed. It may be several 
days before the sub-Committee is able 
to lay its bill before the full Commit- 
tee. 


It cannot be learned to-night that 


any changes not previously telegraphed 
have been decided upon, with tbe pos- 
sible exception of restoring the duty 
on lead ore, which was agreed upon to- 
day.

Not only is this so in the 
dry goods business, but in every other 
business. The oyster fry in a box as a 
peacemaker was a popular joke half a 
dozen years ago; now they put ice 
cream in boxes, and all sorts of things. 
Candy used to be sold in paper bags; 
tho smallest purchase has to be pat in 
a box. The saucy confectioner might 
hand a paper bag to a woman who had 
made a small purchase, hut never to a 
man. The man is probably more par- 
ticular about his parcel than a woman. 
He bates to be seen carrying parcels 
anyway, and those he does carry must 
bo thoroughly well disguised. If he 
buys a bottle of whisky, he must have it 
in a box, so that his rriends may mis- 
take it for a pair of shoes. 


It is not surprising, therefore, that 


paper box making should have grown 
into an important industry. 
In this 


city alone no less than 5,000 girls are 
employed in it. It is a comparatively 
clean, healthy business, is regular and 
is well paid, the wages averaging be- 
tween $7 and $10 a week. There are 
m this city 75 firms engaged in the 
business, but three-fourths of it is done 
by 10 large firms, whose individual oat- 
put will run Ircm $100,000 to $150,000 
a year. As the average cost of a paper 
box is 5 cents, you can form some idea 
from this of tho enormous number that 
are used. One candy maker alone dur- 
ing the month of December last used 
$10,000 worth of boxes. 


Philadelphia, Boston and Chicago are 


also prominent in this industry, and 
the workmen and girls employed by the 
firms of those cities cannot be much less 
than 20,000. There are small firms, 
too, in every large city, in addition to 
which many large manufacturers make 
theii own paper boxes. 


The first paper box maker was George 


W. Plumly, who started in the busi- 
ness at Philadelphia in 1846. He and 
his partner cut out the boxes, their only 
tools being a straight edge, compasses, 
shoe knife and scissors. They employed 
flve girls to paste and for six or seven 
years had a monopoly of the business. 
Then Charles W. Jencks started in the 
business in Providence and introduced 
a rough scoring machine to cut partly 
through the cardboard where it is fold- 
ed to make the box. At that tiine it 
was a struggle to obtain proper mate- 
rials. 
There were few paper mills in 


the country, and the straw board used 
was very poor stuff, not two sheets 
coming out of the mill of the same size. 
It was made by hand of straw, meadow 
hay, 
refuse straw from stables, dried in 


the open air on the ground, and conse- 
quently was often filled with sand, 
which made it interesting for the cut- 
ters. 
The best quality of mill board 


was all imported. - 


In those early days the young women 


in the paper box factories made boxes 
as their motheia made pies, "one at a 
time and that one well. "• A girl who 
could make pies quickly and well could 
make boxes in a similar style. The 
operations were somewhat similar. 
There was the same manner of cutting 
out material, the same caressing way 
of patting^dowii and smoothing out the 
box coveiings as tbe pie crust and the 
same way of trimming off surplus ma- 
terial. Now everything is done by ma- 
chinery in paper box making, and the 
girls havo nofhing to do but feed the 
material to tbe machines.

Life in 
Parin has heen made disagreeable to some 
Americans of late because tha anti-Eng- 
lish Frenchmen havo failed to draw the 
line betwen Englishmen and Ameri- 
cans, and UH Americans speak the Eng- 
lish language hare assumed that they 
were English and havo acted according- 
ly. T'.iis will not do. 


\Vo tell these shoulder shrugging and 


mnstacho twisting Parisians that they 
had better look out when they are in the 
presence of Americans. Americans will 
not tolerate their blague. Thev can't 
treat young Brother Jonathan as if ho 
wero old John Bull. They must be re- 
spectful toward Americans in France if 
they want to get the money of American 
tourists. Americans are a self asserting 
people, not destitute of patriotic pride, 
not BO patient as Job, not at all arrogant 
or ill tempered, yet conscious of their 
inviolable Americanism. 
They have 


grown beyond dueling, but it is not safe 
to act toward them as if they were of a 
timid disposition. True, they speak the 
English language, but they can't help 
that, and we may say that they like it. 


There were 8,598 Americans living 


permanently in Paris three months ago, 
when the census of foreign residents was 
taken, and hundreds of American tour- 
ists visit the city every week of the year. 
These Americans spend lots of money in 
Paris. It is possible that they spend 
20,000,000 francs there every year, and 
this sum is but a small part of the ag- 
gregate amount which Parisians draw 
from Americans annually. 
Let the 


shoulder shruggers think of this when 
they see an American dressed in French 
clothes and shelling out his dollars for 
their enrichment. 


The Americans like France well, and 


they give proof of their liking for her. 
They appreciate the good qualities of the 
French and give them full credit for all 
their merits. It is to be regretted that 
there are some coxcombs among the 
French, mostly in Paris.
